Imperial Trade. 
It is encouraging to find at least one 
| optimist among British business men. Mr. | 
Felix J.. Blakemore, past ‘President of the | 
National Chamber of Trade, is very hope- i 
ful of the future. He said yesterday that 
‘everything pointed to a trade revival in 
the new year, and: he laid particular 
stress on the possibilities of increased 
business within the British . Empire. 
Im the early part. of the present year 
‘the Dominion Governments floated large 
loans in London for the purpose of 
economic development, and most of 
them were over-subscribed immediately. 
Extensive orders for plant and machinery 
ere being placed with British firms, and 
a very large proportion of the money which 
was subscribed to the loans will return to 
‘the British taxpayer in the shape of. wages 
Land. profits. As the Dominions develop 
their schemes of industrial : nd commercial 
expansion, their orders will increase, with 
the result that, unless Labour intervenes 


industry ought.to benefit enormously, In 
addition to these orders from the 
Dominions, inquiries are being received | 
from almost every country in Europe. ‘The 
.Fordney tariff has put such a premium <n 
American goods that, nobody..can afford to 
buy them’; and German firms are not able 
to give delivery of their orders. 

_. Mr, Blakemore’s remarks concerning the: 


policy. ' Imperial trade must be developed. 
Mr. Bonar Law recognised that - fact 
at the very beginning of his Premier- 
ship, and one of his earliest announce- 
ments was that the self-governing 
Dominions would be invited to an 
economic conference. in April. Unfortu- 
nately, however, circumstances have inter- 
fered with Mr. Bonar Law's plan. Both 
in Australia and New Zealand general 
elections have intervened, preventing. the 
Gevernments. of those. Dominions from 
giving any official ‘consideration to the 
scheme. Canada has approved of it 
heartily, hut the Dominion Parliament 
will be in session throughout April. In 
all probability, therefore, the conference 
will be postponed until. the summer, when 
all the ‘Dominion Governments, including 
South Africa, will be in a position to send’ 
their leading men as delegates, The object 
of the gathering will be to discuss the best 
methods of extending commercial rela- 
tions between the various members of the 
Commonwealth. Possibly, some form of

.Canada, Rhodesia and) Mesopotamia are 
virtually virgin countries, possessing enor- 
mous wealth which is waiting to be tapped. 
It ought to be quite possible within a few 
years to. make the Rritish Empire 
absolutely independent -of outside sources 
of supply, and to raise the standard of 
living of its citizens to a very high level.

PARIS DISCUSSIONS. 


M. POINCARE HOPEFUL OF 
ALLIED AGREEMENT. —. 


A new proposal for finding a solution of the reparations problem 
which is to be discussed in Paris by the Allied Premiers on January 2, 


comes via America. 


It is that an American Commission headed by Mr, Hoover should 
visit Germany and decide upon the sum that she can afford to pay to the 
Allies. It is stated that the question is being discussed in Pavis, 

The suggestion apparently originated 
Premier, but whether it will be acceptable/to the French ‘Government is 


nncertain. 


Certainly, M. Poincaré, in his speech tósthe Senate yesterday, gave 
no indication that he was inclined to entertain any such proposition, 
although he expressed himself as hopeful of an agreement being réached 
between the Allies at the forthcoming Paris conference, 

M. Poincaré declared that Germany was persisting in her faults—her 
magnates were enriching themselves at the expense of the people, inflation 
was growing, and she was ruining herself systematicaMy. She must 
fulfil her obligations, Germany must accept an effective control, for 
France could not afford to wait. On January 2 he would ask the Allies to 
jake pledges, or to allow France to take them, on the common account.

The proposal is that the Commission should 
be emopwered to determine the amount of 
reparations Germany could pay, and on the 
basis of this report the new Reparations 
Treaty should be drawn up. 

This Germany would agree to fulfil if Great 
Britain and France approved of the plan. 

The United States Chamber of Commerce 
complied with Dr. Cuno’s request to the ex- 
tent of ‘asking Mr. Hoover to take up the 
qtiestion with Mr. Harding’s Cabinet. 

This, it is further understood, Mr. .Hoover 
did, with the result that the matter was 
placed in the hands of Mr. Hughes, and nego- 
tiations between ‘him and the British and 
French Governments followed, with the ‘ob- 
ject of obtaining their consent to abide by the 
reparations sum fixed by the American Com- 
mission,

The chief of these 
is that, there seems no doubt, not only that 
this is the actual and practicall widiobasteed 
tomb of a Ean Pharaoh, but that, as it was 
the last of such tombs awaiting discovery, 
no other like it is ever likely ms á found. 

y every other important royal 
Pharaonic tomb had been discovered, but the 
net result was most disappointing, for two 
reasons, neithet of which applies to this tomb. 
Firstly, ali the others had been rifled by 
robbers; secondly, the Priest Kings, who 
finally deposed the Pharaohs from the Throne 
of Sa and Lower Egypt, realised their 
inability to protect the sacred mavusoleums, 
and, therefore, removed the mummies to 4 
secret cave in the Valley of the Kinge—which 
was not discovered until 1881 A.D.—at the 
same time removing the royal burial equip- 
ment to different caches. The consequence 
has been the dissipation of the most invaluable 
archeological information. 


WHY THE TOMB ESCAPED 
ROBBERY. : 
It now seems, however, that Tutankhamen’ 
tomb escaped this because, firstly, it was so 
adequately hidden that, except for the robber 
who, obviously in the hurry, snatched a few 
small valuables from the tomb, and for 
the cemetery inspectors, who cursornly ex- 
amined it soon after Tutankhamen’s death, it
